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DETAILED ACTION 



Restriction 



1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

I - Claims 1-6, 17, and 27 are directed to controlling a detected quantization step and 
selecting an image encoded in the first or second stage corresponding to the seventh 
embodiment of the Applicant's disclosure. 

II - Claims 13-16, 23-26, and 30 are directed to decoding of bitplane ordered data that is 
stored based on the output order encoded data corresponding to the second embodiment of the 
Applicant's disclosure. 

III - Claims 9-12, 19-22, and 29 are directed to encoding using filling for shifting 
transformation data to an MSB side and filling "0" in lower bits as a result of the bit shift and 
filling "0" in upper bits of the transform outside a region corresponding to the fifth embodiment of 
the Applicant's disclosure. 

IV - Claims 7-8, 18, and 28 are directed to quantizing according to a computed index 
corresponding to eighth embodiment of the Applicant's disclosure. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
